W a|hington, D. C., June l l —By a 
vote of 305 to 4, the House yesterday I 
passed the bill authorizing an appro-1 
priation of $750,000,000 for the Rail-1 
road Administration’s Revolving fund, j 
Democratic members 
urged a larger 
amount, but did not press any amend­ 
ment for an increase, while Republi­ 
cans declared the fund would be suffi­ 
cient until later in the year, when fu­ 
ture needs would be known. The mea­ 
sure now goes to the Senate, where 
leaders plan early action.

were 
cast by 
Representatives 
An­ 
thony, 
Kansas; 
Ramseyer, 
Iowa; 
Woodyard, AVest Virginia, 
Republi­ 
cans, and Thomas, Kentucky,

crat. None of them urged his objec­ 
tions to the bill during the debate, 
which was marked by the injection of 
considerable political discussion. 
Chairman Good of the Appropria­ 
tions Committee, in charge of the rail 
bill, explained that reduction from the 
$1,200,000,000 requested by Director 
General Hines was decided on by the 
committees because it was admitted 
that exact needs of the future were 
problematical. The new fund, he said, 
would make a total of $1,250,000,000 
granted the administration since the 
r%jl lines were taken over by the Gov­ 
ernment.

Byrnes, 
South 
Carolina, and Byrns, Tennessee, Dem­ 
ocrats, urging a larger appropriation, 
declared that such 
was necessary to 
make prompt monthly payment of the 
administration’s expenses the delay in 
which, they said, would adversely a f­ 
fect general business conditions.
